IN THE SENATE. 

Two hours of oratory resulted in 
Senator Gates’ initiative and referen¬ 
dum measure, up in the Senate for 
final passage Tuesday, going over un¬ 
til Wednesday. Something like fif¬ 
teen minutes of oratory resulted in the 
passage of Senator Boynton’s Consti¬ 
tutional Amendment, which aims to 
prevent Supreme Courts and Appel¬ 
late Courts from reversing lower 
Courts on technicalities unless “the 
Court shall be of the opinion that the 
error complained of has resulted in a 
miscarriage of justice.’’ 

The passage of these two measures 
with the introduction of twenty-seyen 
new bills, including Boynton’s bills to 
make State offices appointive and 
Black’s bill to trim the Building and 
Loan Commission of one member, com¬ 
pleted the morning work of the Sen¬ 
ate. When adjournment was taken 
there remained on the Senate file for 
afternoon consideration an even eighty 
bills. 

The Senate’s weekly joke, with Sen¬ 
ator L. W. Juilliard of Santa Rosa 
again the victim, consumed most of 
the time of Wednesday afternoon’s 
session, and when adjournment was 
taken but ten bills had been disposed 
of, and some sixty others went over 
for further consideration. 

The play with Juilliard came when 
Senate Bill No. 472, creating a Board 
of Examiners to license barbers came 
up for consideration. After desultory 
arguments the bill went to a vote. 
About twenty-five of the Senators an¬ 
swered roll-call. Juilliard lacked six 
votes of having the bill passed, so 
asked a call of the Senate. After some 
fifteen or twenty minutes Senators 
Hurd, Hewitt, Avey, Roseberry and 
Burnett were located, and following 
some more parleying, the vote was tak¬ 
en and the bill passed by 23 to 14. 

Stetson Bill Passes. 

The Stetson railroad bill, already 
passed in the Assembly, came up the 
first thing in the afternoon and was 
passed by a vote of 33 to 0. Stetson 
explained briefly the provisions of the 
bill, and stated that he was ready to 
answer any questions that might be 
asked, if he could. None were asked. 

IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

A strange change has come over the 
House in the matter of junkets. Al¬ 
most every other Committee desires 
now to go out and take a look at some 
of the State institutions, the scenery 
or the rolling waves and swells of the 
ocean. 

A regular avalanche of bills struck 
the Assembly Thursday,, requiring 
more than half of the entire morning 
session for their Introduction. More 
than 130 had been introduced up to 
the noon hour. Friday is the last day 
for the introduction of measures from 
the floor, and so the members are be¬ 
stirring themselves so as not to leave 
any of their happy thoughts or regu¬ 
lator measures go over for the session 
or depend upon Committee indulgence 
to get them up for action. 

Asemblyman Bliss of Sacramento 
introduced a bill In the lower House 
prohibiting the conduct of a game or 
the location of a recreation or amuse¬ 
ment park within 1000 feet of any 
cemetery or burial ground. 

Assemblyman Gerdes sent in a hill 
providing for the licensing and regu¬ 
lation of private hospitals, and also 
the licensing of special and profes 
sional nurses. 

A Public Building Committee is pro¬ 
vided for in a bill sent in by Assem¬ 
blyman Smith, and provides that the 
Committee shal be composed of three 
members* whose salaries are placed at 
$3000 a year. 

Assemblyman McGowan sent in a 
bill asking for an appropriation of 
$20,000 for the construction of an ag¬ 
ricultural exposition building at Stock- 
ton. 

Assemblyman Gaylord asks for an 
appropriation of $15,000 for the im¬ 
provement of the Lake Tahoe State 
highway. 

Assemblyman McDonald, San Fran¬ 
cisco, wants the law prohibiting hunt- 
I ing ducks in motor boats repealed. He 
I entered a bill for that purpose. 

I Another administration measure went 
in, when Assemblyman Wyllie intro¬ 
duced a bill for the management of 
the Capitol building and grounds and 
! providing for the appointment by the 
; Governor of a Superintendent of the 
i Capitol building and grounds at the 
j salary of $1800 a year, 
i Nat Coghlan submitted a Constltu- 
I tional Amendment, providing for the 
I consolidation of cities and counties. 

I Dan Williams introduced a bill for 
' I the pensioning of superannuated teach- 
' ers of the public schools. It provides 
! that all teachers who have served the 
I State for thirty years or more shall be 
• I eligible to teach and snail receive $360 
I per year for life. 


L. H. Wilson has a bill prohibiting 
the soliciting or sale of liquor In “dry” 
territory, and making a violation of the 
provisions of the Act a misdemeanor 
punishable by fine or Imprisonment. 

Assemblyman Wilson also had a bill 
creating a Board of Trustees for the 
State Farm at Davis, taking its control 
from the University of California. 

Hits Judges’ Kin. 

Henry Ward Brown is against Judges 
and Justices making appointments to 
Court positions in favor of relatives or 
affinities. He Introduced a bill pro¬ 
hibiting a person related to any Judge 
or Justice by affinity or consanguinity 
within the limit of first cousin, becom¬ 
ing an attache of any Court.

The time being opportune, the 
following editorial, jmblished in 
The Enterprise on ^lay 28th last, 
is reprinted; 

The succe.ss of the Panama- Pa¬ 
cific E.xposition rightfully claims 
first consideration in the selection 
of the exposition site. Should the 
exposition be lacking in interest 
and attractiveness, and conse¬ 
quently fail financially, San Fran¬ 
cisco will suffer greater loss than 
will the stockholders who furnish 
the funds for the show. 

The success of the exposition is 
dependent mainly upon two things: 

Eiist—Its attractiveness from a 
Avorld wide point of view; 

Second—Its ease and cheapness 
of accessibility. 

As to its attractiveness, it must 
be of a kind to please a world wide 
constituency, and to do this, it 
must be illustrative of, and in har¬ 
mony with the general scope and 
puri)Ose of the exposition. 

What is the purpose of the ex- 
liosition 1 

The exhibition will be held to 
celebrate and commeinoi-ate a 
worUl wide important water event. 
It will mark tlie breaking down of 
barrieis which have from crea¬ 
tion’s dawn divided the waters of 
earth’s two greatest oceans at the 
narrow isthmus which unites the 
Nortli and South American conti¬ 
nents. In breaking down this 
barrier, water transportation of 
the world’s products will be short¬ 
ened by thousands of miles. 

This is a water victory and its 
celebration should be at or on a 
water site.

SCORED FOR CALIFORNIA 

Western Senators Compelled Amend¬ 
ment of Measure. 

It transpires that the ship subsidy 
bill which passed the Senate a few 
days ago would have been defeated 
had not Senator Gallinger, father of 
the measure, yielded to the demands 
of Senator Perkins that subventions 
be provided for lines from the Pacific 
Coast to the Orient and Australia. 

As the measure Avas presented, only 
lines to Central and South America 
Avere to have enjoyed the bounty. 
Perkins made a strong fight, and with 
the solid backing of the Coast Sena¬ 
tors issued an ultimatum to Gallirger 
that carried the day. It appears that 
Eastern Senators were reluctant to 
grant the Pacific Coast’s demands, 
and it was only after the threat to 
encompass the defeat of the bill that 
they yielded. 

Courts 'to Expel Jews'. 

Court proceedings have been insti¬ 
tuted against Jewish merchants who 
are without right of residence in Mos¬ 
cow. Conviction carries a maximuin 
penalty of three months’ imprison¬ 
ment and a fine. Prior to this the 
Jews have been dealt Avith through 
the medh’K of administrati'’e expul¬ 
sion. 


I Simultaneously with the annouiwe-, 
I inent of its ne.\t annual meeting in 
'Denver, June 20th and 21st, the Na- 
: tional Association for the Study and 
I Prevention of Tuberculosis presents 
statistics in a bulletin issued, which 
shows the resultsof thecrusade against 
consumption in the United States for 
the last ten years. 

The seventh annual meeting of the 
national a.s.sociation in Denver will be 
held just before the annual meeting of 
the American Medical Association in 
Los Angeles. The tuberculosis work¬ 
ers’ convention will be divided into 
three sections under the direction of 
Dr. William H. Welch of Baltimore, 
president. Dr. William Charles While 
of Pittsburg will be chairman of the 
advisory council of the association, 
which will meet at the same time. Tlie 
three .sections are, the sociological, with 
Alexander M. Wilson of Philadelphia 
as chairman; the clinical, with Dr. 
Charles L. Greene of St. Paul as chair¬ 
man; and pathological, with Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Ophuels of San Francisco as 
chairman. The report of the execu¬ 
tive .secretary. Dr. JJvingston Earrand, 
will be incorporated in a statement of 
the results of the crusade against tu¬ 
berculosis in the United States for the 
last ten years, which will be transmit¬ 
ted to the international congress on tu¬ 
berculosis in Rome, next September, 

Dr. Earrand’s report will show that 
there was only one organization in the 
United States for the education of the 
public about tuberculosis, the Penn- 
.sylvania Society for the Prevention of 
Tuberculosis. By September, 1911, the 
national association says there will lie 
over .500 of sucli bodies. Ten years ago 
there were but live special dispensaries 
or clinics for the examination and in¬ 
struction of needy tuberculosis pa¬ 
tients, three of these being in New 
York City, one ini Boston, and one in 
Providence. By September, 1911, tlie 
United States report will lie able'to 
list nearly 400 such institutions. In 
1900 there were less than 100 hospitals, 
wards and pavilions where tuberculo¬ 
sis patients couUl be treated, withjnot 
more tlian 6500 beds all told. The na¬ 
tional association hopes to report by 
Seiitember at least 450 hospitals and 
sanitoria with an aggregate capacity 
of at least 30,000 beds. 

Commenting on these possibilities, 
Dr. Earrand says that the educational 
campaign is directly responsible, not 
only for the great growth in institu¬ 
tional provision, but that it will also 
result in the next ten years in a strik¬ 
ing fall in the death rale from’tuber¬ 
culosis. He adds,ij“What we need 
most at the moment is more liospitals, 
more dispensaries, and inorei visiting 
nurses. W’e are working for these def¬ 
inite ends, and the next ten years will 
show results even more marked than 
those of the decade Just passed.”

California Gains Three Repre-1 
resentatives in Congress 

The Democrats of the House, aided 
by a few Republicans who declined to 
be bound by party caucus, have won 
their fight for an increased represen¬ 
tation in the lower branch of Congress 
under the census of 1910. 

They voted down the Republican 
caucus bill to retain the House mem- j 
bership at 391, as at present, and then i 
passed the original Crumpacker bill, 
fixing the membership at 433 on and 
after March 3, 1913. If Arizona and : 
New Mexico should be admitted to 
Statehood they will be given one 
Representative each, bringing the total 
to 435. 

The action of the House must be 
ratified by the Senate. The House 
leaders believe the Senate will follow 
the wishes of the lower branch. 

Under the new reapportionment plan 
no State loses a member. The follow¬ 
ing States gain the number indicated: 

Alabama 1, California 3, Colorado 1, 
Florida 1, Georgia 1, Idaho 1, Illinois 2, 
Louisiana 1, Massachusetts 2, Michigan 

1, Minnesota 1, Montana 1, New Jersey 

2, New York 6, North Dakota 1, Ohio 1, 
Oklahoma 3, Oregon 1, Pennsylvania 4, 
Rhode Island 1, South Dakota 1, Texas 
2, Utah 1, Washington 2, West Vir¬ 
ginia 1.

GUNS TO BE TESTED 


Battery Has Been Repaired and Will 
Soon Be Tried Out. 

The big guns of the mortar battery 
on Diamond Head, known as Battery 
Harlow, Fort Ruger, will be tested 
with maximum charges probably 
either in February or March, depend¬ 
ing upon when the officer detailed to 
make the test arrives at Honolulu.

He 
was badly wounded before his friends 
could come to his rescue.

Several coasting vessels in the Med¬ 
iterranean are still missing and it is 
feared that the steamers were lost in 
the recent storm. On the Catalonian 
coast alone five barks were wrecked 
and forty-three persons drowned. 


SHAKEUP IN SAN 
FRANm POLICE 

Dismissal of Sergeant Donoian 
for Unofticerlike Goniiuct 


It took the Police Commissioners 
of San Francisco only thirty minutes 
to decide that Police Sergeant James 
T. Donovan was guilty of neglect of 
duty and unofficerlike conduct in giv¬ 
ing his revolver to Gambler Edward L. 
Kripp when the latter told him that 
the Saratoga Club was being held up 
by Gustav Postler. Dismissal from the 
department was the penalty inflicted 
by the Commissioners and, upon hear¬ 
ing the verdict, after nearly a quarter 
of a century of meritorious service, the 
sergeant walked slowly from the board 
room, a broken and disgraced man. 

Donovan was the only one of the 
nine policemen charged with the gam¬ 
bling scandal to receive punishment. 
The others escaped by reason of the 
fact that the Police Commissioners 
failed to reach a majority vote, but 
stood equally divided upon the ques¬ 
tion of the guilt or innocence of the 
men. Donovan was charged with the 
others with failing to discover and 
suppress the gambling which is alleged 
to have taken place in the Saratoga 
Club at various times during the last 
month, but, in addition, he faced the 
more serious charge of falling to per¬ 
form his duty in attempting to re¬ 
strain Postler when the latter held up 
and robbed the gamblers, instead of 
giving his revolver to one of the pro¬ 
prietors of the place to do that work.

This is what he heard: 

“Those people over there are Eng¬ 
lish.” 

“I would like to pigstlck one of 
them.”

“You might do so and not be called 
to account. These English don’t fight.” 

“Nor the Americans.” 

A slight flush overspread the fea- | 
tures of the young man at the third 
table when one of the officers said he 
would like to kiss Miss Hathorne. 

Between the sexes, especially young 
people, there are sign expressions that 
stand in the place of words. Grace 
Hathorne’s eye happened to light on 
the man sitting alone at the moment 
he flushed. It darted from him to the 
ofllcers, and the two items gave her 
a clew. They were talking about her 
and had excited the indignation of the 
young civilian. Her father, her broth¬ 
er and the Britisher all sat, unmindful 
of what was going on, till Grace, feel¬ 
ing uncomfortable, said she was tired 
and wished to go to the hotel.
